Governor Smith Will Make No 
Appointment to Fill the Va- 
cancy Caused by the Sus- 
pension, Leaving the Entire 
Matter in the Hands of the 
Legislature. 


Upon the ground that he has “aban- 
doned the principles upon which he 
was elected,”. Chairman S. G. McLen- 
don, of the state railroad commission, 
was yesterday suspended from office 
by Governor Hoke Smith, who will re- 
port his action and his reasons there- 
for in a special message to the general 
assembly today. 

Commissioner McLendon will 
to exercise the functions of the office 
for the present and until the legisla- 
ture fails to approve the governor's 
action, if it adopts that course. 

He has four more years of his term 
yet to serve, having served onty two 
years of the six-year term for which 
he was elected. 

Governor Smith said he would make 
no appointment to fill the vacancy 
caused by Chairmaa McLendon’s sus- 
pension, simply leaving the entire mat- 
ter im the hands of the legislature. 

Developments since the commis- 
sion’s action adverse to port rates, and 
Chairman McLendon’s attitude there- 
on, have encouraged persistent belief 
that such actioh on Governor Smith’s 
part might be forthcoming.

No Trace Found of Elsie 


Sigel’s Slayer. 


In Spite of All Rumors, 
Police of the Country Have 
Not Been Able to Find the 
Murderer of Elsie Sigel. 
Tongs Involved in Tragedy. 


New York, June 24.—With all tangi- 
ble indications of any near approach 
to a solution of the murder of Elsie 
Sigel narrowing to the vanishing 
point, whereas a fresh crop of rumors 
springs with each hour of added un- 
certainty, another day of the three- 
fold investigation by police, detectives 
and district attorney ended tonight.

McLendon Expected It. 

That Chairman McLendon himself 
rather. expected it is indicated by let- 
ters which he wrote to the speaker of 
the house and president of the senate 
early in the morning, stating that if 
the governor sent in any message re- 
lating to himself he desired oppor- 
tunity to answer it instanter, and 
would be prepared to make _ reply 
within five minutes after the reading 
of the message. 

And yet Governor Smith’s action was, 
in a way, a surprise, many thinking 
there were strong reasons why he 
would let his term expire without re- 
moving the chairman. 

Governor Smith sent the order sus- 
pending Chairman McLendon to the 
railroad commisison’s Office shortly 
after 2 o’clock in the afternoon. Chair- 
man McLendon had at that time gone 
to his home and did not return in the 
afternoon. He was notified of it by 
telephone. 

Order of Dismissal. 

The executive order is couched in 
almost the identical language as that 
suspending former Railroad Commis- 
sioner, now Governor-elect, Joseph M. 
Brown, on August 21, 1907. If simply 
announces the suspension of the com- 
missioner. under the authority confer- 
red upon the governor by section 2185 
of the code. The order is as follows: 

~ “June 24, 1909. 

“By virtue of the authority conferred 
upon the governor, under the provi- 
sions of section 2185 of the code of 
this state, it ts 

“Ordered: That 8S. G. McLendon, Es- 
quire, of the county of Thomas, be, and 
he is hereby, suspended from the office 
of railroad commissioner.

“Governor.

(Signed. ) “JOSIAH CARTER, 

“Secretary of the Executive Depart- 
ment.” 


Grounds for Suspension. 

Governor Smith. itis understood, will 
send a comparatively brief message 
to the legislature announcing his ac- 
tion and stating his reasons for sus- 
pending Chairman McLendon. 

In substance, the. governor’s reasons 
are stat€d in the first paragraph above, 
that Commissioner McLendon has 
“abandoned the principles upon which 
he was elected to the office.”

Stream of Clues. 

The same stream of hopeful but un- 
satisfactory clues kept pouring in from 
Chinatown-itself, from Newark and the 
suburbs, and even from the cities of 
the Pacific coast, but as far as the po- 
lice here could determine tonight none 
of them proved to have any substan- 
tial basis.

of the Cheptank river, not far from 
the home of-Mrs. Woodill’s foster fa- 
ther, Captain Charles H. Thompson, a 
few miles from here. 
Last Seen With Roberts. 

Roberts was with Mrs. Woodill when 

she was seen for the last known time, 


the murder. The motive for the crime 
is at present a mystery. The police of 
Baltimore and all other cities te which 
Reberts might make his way, were 
asked to search for and arrest him. 
He is said to’ be about 60 years eld, 
6 feet. 6 inches tall, stout, . smooth 
shaven, with abundant, bushy hair and 
a ruddy complexion. He limps and 
wears a brace on ohne leg. He claimed 
to be a magazine writer and general 
correspondent of newspapers. ; 

Mr. and Mrs. Woodill came here early 
this morning, the latter with the in- 
tention of spending the summer with 
her foster father. Her husband re- 
mained only a few days, leaving, it is 
understood, for Detroit, whence he in- 
tended to return to Los Angeles. From 
that time, Mrs. Woodill and Roberts 
are said to have seen much of each 
other. Last Saturday Mrs. Woodill 
went to Easton to have some dental 
work done, and it had been arranged 
that Roberts should meet her at Royal 
Oak and return wit her tu her home 
Roberts missed the train for Royal 
Oak and drove there,met Mrs. Woodill, 
and drove with her back here to the 
landing, where his launch was moored. 
They entered the launch, and Mrs. 
Woodill was not seen again alive, se 
far as has been learned. 


He Remained on Scene. 

Since her disappearance Roberts has 
made a trip to Baltimore, from. which 
point:a letter was received by Captain 
Thompson, ostensibly from Mrs. Wood- 
ill, saying that she was in that city 
and would shortly return, Roberts re- 
mained in this neighborhood until the 
finding of the body. He had previous- 
ly endeavored to allay the growing un- 
easiness of Captain Thompson in con- 
nection with his foster daughter's ab- 
sence, and used the letter referred to 


‘as evidence in support of his conten- 


tion that she was all right and would 
soon return. 

When the body was brought ashore 
it was so horribly swollen that Cap- 
tain Thompson could not, at first, be- 
lieve that it was the body of Mrs. 
Woodill, who is said to have weighed 
only about 100 pounds. The idéntifica- 
tion was made positive, however, by

Left For Roberts’ Farm. 
Investigations since made indicate

Program of Saturday’s Exer- 
cises Arranged by Joint 
Committee of Two Houses 
Approved — Govemor Will 
Take Oath in Hall of House 
of Representatives. 


Joseph Mackie Brown will be swore 
in as governor of Georgia on Saturday 
at noon in the hall of the house of 
representatives, 

The oath of office will be admin- 
istered to the new governor by Chief. 
Justice William H. Fish, of the su- 
preme court of Georgia. 

Following the inaugural address, 
the incoming governor will receive 
from the retiring governor the great 
seal of the state. 

The program for Saturday’s cere- 
| monies will be simple in the extreme. 
| The legislative committee appointed 
under joint resolution adopted in the 
two houses on Wednesday, have con- 
sulted Governor-elect Brown's wishes, 
and have eliminated all unnecessary 
ceremonial. 

Two years ago the inaugural ad- 
dress was delivered from a platform 
erected in front of the capitol. This 


MILLIONS CIVEN 
~ TOBACCO TRUST 


Because of Failure to Re- 
peal Law About Packages. 


Senator Beveridge Says That 
Government Has Allowed 
the Trust to Bleed the Peo- 
ple Ever Since the Spanish- 


American War. 


Washington, June 24.—Declaring 
that the American Tobacco Company, 
which is ordinarily spoken of as the 
tobacco trust, had been the recipient 
of many millions of dollars which 
otherwise would have gone into. the 
national treasury, bécause of the fail- 
ure of the government to require a 
change in the size of tobacco packages 
when the war revenue law was re- 
pealed, Senator Beveridge today spoke 
at length in support of his amendment 
to the tariff bill, correcting this 
omission. 

Mr. Beveridge declared that if 
adopted his amendment would give the 
government more than $21,000,000 of 
revenue, and correct the wrong which 
the people had suffered for eight 
vears. ’ 

Only Small Tax Levies. . 

“when,” he said, “the tariff -bill 
came from the house to the senate it 


increased the tax on cigarettes—e poor | 


miserable increase. Yet the finance 


committee of the senate actually has: 


struck out this little increase on 
cigarettes.” 

Mr. Beveridge asserted that the 
American tax on tobacco is only «4 
fraction of the tax of most other civil- 
ized nations. Stating that the annual 
consumption of tobdaeco in this coun- 
try amounts to 6% pounds for every 
man, woman and child, he said that if 
we taxed tobacco at the same rate as 
is imposed by Dngland and France we 
would every year derive $333,386,666, 
instead of less than $50,000,000 as at 
present. Furthermore, he asserted 
that the tobacco tax is now lower than 
at any previous time, except for a few 
years prior to 1898. 

The American Tobacco Company, Mr. 
Beveridge declared, had absorbed more 
than two hundred and fifty separate 
concérns. Where necessary, it has un- 
dersold competitors, and had even 
gone to the extent of purchasing many 
independent concerns and of keeping 
the purchase secret, in order that it 
might use such concerns to wage still 
more effective warfare against’! other 
independents. 

Spent Morey to Kill Legislation. 

He also charged that the company 
had spent money to prevent adyerse 
state legislation. "Ta 

“It has,” he asserted, “entered 
every branch of the business, and, ex- 
cepting only cigars, has a larger 
monopolistic power than ahy business 
concern in the nation, excepting ‘the 
Standard Oil Company.” es 

Mr. Beveridge declared that the 
greater proportion of the proposed tax 
would fall’ upon the trust, which, ‘he 
declared, is bitterly resisting the adop- 
tion of his amendment. :

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M’LENDON’S TART REPLY 
TO JOURNAL EDITORIAL 


Deposed Chairman of Railroad Commission Says He-In- 
troduces Atlanta Afternoon Paper to Publie 


in 


Its True Colors. 


Replying to an editorial printed in 
The Atlanta Journal on Wednesday, 
former Chairman S. G. McLendon, of 
the state railroad commission, who was 
yesterday syspended by Governor Hoke 
Smith from the office to which he was 
eppointed by, Governor Smith to fill 
the vacancy caused by the suspension 
cf Joseph M: Brown, who will be made 
governor on Saturday, has issued a 
salty card to the public. 

Mr. McLendon terms 
attack on him “wicked 
and . attributes to it among other 
things, “the destructive instinct of a 
brute, the malignant heart of an as- 
sassin, and the malevolent speech of a 
disappointed hireling.” He terms the 
port rate campaign an effort to foist 
a gold brick on the rest of the state 
in the interest of a few Atlanta job- 
bers and puts The Journal outside the 
resim of respectable journalism. call- 
ing it “merely a malodorous organ, an 
habitual purveyor of-falsehood which 
publicly makes loud protestations of 
iis reliability and secretly advocates 
the suppression and misrepresentation 
of facts.” 

Qudtes from Correspondence. 

Mr. McLendon quotes from corre- 
spondense betwéen himself and the 
editor of The Journal relative to the 
publication of the results of certain 
investigations made by and in closing 
denounces The Journal as “a common, 
would-be newspaper bully, the high 
priest of suppression,. misrepresenta- 
tion and }exaggeration.” Mr. McLen- 
‘don says the purpose of his letter is 
to introduce The Journal to the people 
in its true colors. 

He promises another article on what 
he terms “the port rate gold brick,” 
which he says will stow to the people 
“how eager The Journal is to secure 
special and exclusive benefits for At- 
lanta and how infamous, contemptible 
and cowardly it is in charging me 
with being a traitor merely because I 
had the tenerity not to please it by 
my vote.” 

The Congetitution asked Editor James 
R.. Gray, of The’ Journal, for a state- 
ment replying to Chairman McLoridon 
in' order that it might be printed con- 
currently with Mr. McLendon’s letter, 
but Mr. Gray said he had not seen the 
letter. and did not wish to say any- 
thing.

Talbotton, Ga., June 24.—After being 
taken from his house Saturday by a 
posse, the body of a blind negro 
preacher was-found near here™yester- 
day in a creek.

him, and that hig death was accidental, 
due to falling from a bridge.

county officers are entitled to every- 
thing in their line, and it Ils going to 
be a harg thing to make the change, 
but we are going to keep it up till 
some changes are secured.

Glascock Barrett Says the Corn 
and Cotton Crops Are 
Doing Well. 


Glascock Barrett, after spending the 


prepared speeches, all of them being last two weeks in southeast Georgia, 


at considerable length. 

Beginning when the senate con- 
ate convened at 10 o'clock, Senator, 
Beveridge talked for about four hours, 
and was followed by Mr. Balley at al- 
most as great length.

The theme of Mr. Beveridge’s dis-, 
course Was an amendment proposed by 
him regarding the size of tobacco 
packages. He contended that while 
the size of the packages had been re- 
duced during the Spanish war with 
the end in view of compelling the 
purchaser to pay the war tax, those 
sizes have never been restored gor the 
prices reduced notwithstanding the re- 
moval of the tax, thug practically giv- 
ing the tobacco manufacturers and 
especially the tobacco trust the ad- 
vantage of the tax, even though it has 
not been in operation for about nine 
years. He declared that the trust had 
influenced legislation for this purpose, 
and asserted that it was being ‘ene- 
fitted to the extent of many millions 
@ year. 

Mr. Bailey talked about free raw 
material for the purpos~ of justifying 
his vote as a democrat against the 
free entry of iron ore, lumber and 
hides. He declared that previous to 
the Cleveland administration the es- 
tablished democratic policy was in 
opposition to the free admission of 
free raw material, and undertook to 
show that such a policy was really a 
part of the republican scheme of high 
protection. 

Mr. Newlands gave his attention to 
the income tax question, devoting 
especial consideration to the presi- 
dent’s recommendation for a corpora- 
tion tax. He discussed at length the 
legislation of 1898, providing for a 
tax upon the gross receipts of oil re- 
finers on which the Spreckels case 
was decided by the supreme court, and 
which is relied upon by the president 
as a precedent for the proposed cor- 
poration tax. He pointed out espe. 
cially that the law of 1898 was ap- 
plicable, not to corporations alone, but 
to every person, firm, company and 
corporation carrying on such business, 
and suggested that a tax applying 
only to corperations might violate the 
constitutional requirement of uniform- 
ity.

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FIREMEN CLOSE 
THEIR EVIDENCE 


First Witness for the 
Georgia Road Takes 
Stand. 


The Georgia railroad firemen yester- 
Say morning closed their evidence in 
the case between the road and its 
‘firemen, now being heard by the board 
of arbitration. 

At the afternoon session the road 
sent to the witness chair its initial 
witness. Master Mechanic John S. Cook, 
fecilaring that he had been with the 
Georgia railroad practically all of his 
working life, compared most interest- 
ingly and entertainingly the white 
ara the negro as a fireman—that com- 
parison being wholly in favor of the 
white man. Mr. Cock described the en- 
gine used on the Georgia road and on 
other roads forty years ago. The mas- 
ter mechanic gave a verbal picture of 
the locomotive in use before the civil 
war. He traced each improvement in 
the locomctive engine during the last 
half century. 
attracted the closest attention when he 
told of the days when the Georgia rail- 
road owned the negroes who were be- 
ing used as firemen. In making his 
comparison between the negro and 
the white for a fireman's work, the 
master mechanic declared that the 
white man was far superior to the ne- 
gro man intellectually, but that the 
negro had frequently shown, by his 
work on the engine, a greater power 
of endurance than the white man. In 
that comparison, Master Mechanic 
Cook was working upon the general 
average of the two races. 

The firer.an’s brothertfood had only 
cne witness for the day—Ben Mc- 
Whorter, for a long time conductor of 
the old East Tennessee. Conductor Mc- 
Whorter informed the board that he 
bad been fired from that road because 
of the incompetency of his negro fire- 
man. He asserted that the negro had 
shown himself wholiy inferior to the 
white man in all lines of railroad 
work, : 

Brotherhood Rule Buok, issued by the 
railroads througheut the east and the 
west, wer: presented. These books 
made clear the duties of the fireman, 
the flagman and other members of the 
train crew. Its presentation brought 
out that the Georgia road had nothing 
of the kind, so far as the men work- 
ing on that line knew.

June 24.—About one 
hour after George Freeman, a negro, 
condemned to hang tomorrow morn- 
ing, dieq in hig ceil at 4:30 o’clock to- 
day, Governor Augustus E. Wilison 
Srantéeq Freeman a reprieve. The mur- 
Gerer’s attempt at suicide by poison- 
ing during the night had, however, al- 
ready proved successful.

As the result of a compromise the 
Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Co. has 
just returned its property in Georgia, 
including franchise, to 
General W. A. Wright at $13,891,221, 
or a valuation of about $20,500 a mile.

‘Sentence: of Mrs. Sallie 


Freeny Commuted. 


Gov. Smith Did Not Feel Justi- 
fied in Granting Full Pardon 
to Mrs. Freeny, So Shortened 
Life Sentence to Five Years. 
Other Pardons. 


Governor Smith granted quite a num- 
ber of pardons yesterday, and he has 
several more to act upon before he 


goes out of office. 
Bome of those acted upon were in 


ly those of Mrs. Sallie Freeny, of Hast- 
man, and J. S. Yates, of Decatur county. 

Mrs. Sallie Freeny was convicted of 
the murder of W. P. Harrell, in Dodge 
county, in May, 1907, and upon rec- 
ommendation to mercy was sentenced 
to life imprisonment. The case was 
a famous one at the time of the trial, 
and aroused intense interest all over 
the state. 

Governor Smith states that he does 
not feel justified in granting a full 
pardon to Mrs. Freeny, because there 
were certain circumstances in the case 
to sustain the verdict of the jury. But 
in view of the fact that the deceased 
went to her house while drinking, act- 
ed in an improper manner, and that 
she, in a sense, was defending her 
home, he decided to commute her sen- 
tence to ‘five years. She has about 
three years more to serve, therefore, 
after which she will be free. 

The Yates Case. 

J. S. Yates shot W. D. Freeman, & 
town marshal, in Decatur county, when 
Freeman, it is stated, was trying to 
make an illegal arrest. Yates was 
first convicted of voluntary manslaugh- 
ter and sentenced accordingly. The 
supreme court gave him a new trial, 


and on his second trial he was convict- § 


ed of murder and sentenced to life 


imprisonment. 
Yates then appealed for a new .trial 


on the ground that after having first 
he 


been convicted of manslaughter, 
could not legally be tried for and con- 
victed of murder. The new trial was 
denied and the case was carried to the 
supreme court of the United States, 
with the result that the decision of 
the state- court was sustained. The 
second verdict against Yates was con- 
firmed by operation of law, the su- 
preme court being equally divided. 

For this reason and because Yates 
is in bad health and physically inca- 
pacitated to work on the farm, Gov- 
ernor Smith granted him a pardon. 

Other Cases Acted On. 

Governor Smith also granted execu- 
tive clemency in the following cases: 

L. P. Gentle, a 15-year-old boy, con- 
victed of robbery in Fulton superior 
court; and given a five years’ sentence, 
in April, 1967, was granted a pardon. 
He has served two years. 

Cc. W. Bowden, convicted of murder 
in Laurens superior court, in 1906, and 
given a life sentence, was pardoned 
because the killing grew out of re- 
marks which the deceased had made 
about Bowden's wife. ' 

Will Ogletree, of Fulton, given an 
eight-year sentence for burglary, was 
paroled. 

Dan Wade. of Miller. given a life 
sentence for mayhem, in 1895, was 
pardoned. Wade bit off another man’s 
ear in a fight. 

Joseph 8. McKay, of 
tenced to four years for arson, 
pardoned. 

L. FE. Davis, of Fulton, who was fined 
$75 for selling whisky, had his sen- 
tence commuted to a fine of $490. 

Tom Davis, of Heard, given a life 
sentence for murder, was pardoned. 

Madison Bell, a boy, sent to the re- 
formatory from Cobb county for lar- 
ceny, was pardoned.

BEER IS. BARRED 


TRUM BARBECUE 


An Interesting Unofficial 
Opinion Rendered by At- 
torney General Hart. 


It appears that real beer and other 
intoxicants are not permissable at a 
barbecue, according to a letter which 
Attorney General John C. Hart has 
written, informally, in reply to an in- 
teresting inquiry from Union No. 193, 
of the Brotherhood of Patntérs, Dec- 
orators and Paperhangers, of At- 
lanta. 

Recording Secretary J. C. Riley made 
the inquiry of Attorney General Hart 
in the following interesting letter: 


“My Dear Sir: As a general custom, 
all lodfes, unions, etc., generally hold 
picnics or barbecues once a year, at 
some place near the city. But since 
the prohibition law has gone into ef- 
fect, it seems that only certain people 
are allowed to hold these picnics or 
barbecues. Another law has also gone 
into effect, viz. no person can drink 
on highways, etc. 

“The painters desire, in the 
ture, to hold a picnic, and have 
barbecued meats, Brunswick stew, near 
beer and such things to eat and 
drink, that are necessary in order to 
have a good time, and I am instructed 
to write and ask you for the law on 
the matter. We do not want and do 
not intend to hold any Irish wakes nor 
have a drunken braw!, but simply to 
have something to eat and drink and 
have a good time. Wi}! this be agains: 
the law, and can the county police ar- 
rest us if we hold this picnic or bar- 
becue?

Strengthened by McLendon’s Views. 

It is understood that Governor Smith 
was strengthened in his advocacy of 
the port rate proposition by the argu- 
ments and statements in favor of that 
principle which were presenté@ by 
Chairman McLendon during the cam- 


! paign of 1906. 


These and other things culminating 
in the chairman’s action regarding port 
rates are said to have been responsible 
for the governor's reaching the con- 
clusion that the chairman had wholly 
abandoned the principles upon which 
he was elected, and which, he consid- 
ered, justified his suspension. 

Governor Smith takes the view that 
whatever action the legislature may 
take, he is relieved of further respon- 
sibility for the presence of Chairman 
McLendon as a member of the com- 
mission, 

In other words, Chairman McLendon 
is no longer Governor Smith’s com- 
missioner, and if the legislature de- 
cides upon his retention in office, 


goes elsewhere. 
McLendon Ready to Answer. 

When seen at his home, Chairman 
McLendon replied that he had no state- 
ment to make with regard to Governor 
Smith’s action suspending him from 
office, furgjher than is contained in the 
letter, which he addressed early in the 
morning and before it was known defi- 
nitely that the governor contemplated 
any action, to President John M. Sla- 
ton, of the senate, and Speaker John 
N. Holder, of the house.

INSULTING THE INTELLIGENCE OF THE FARMERS. 


Rousing class hostility is the chief asset of the demagogue—political, 
commercial and industrial—and about the cheapest and most insincere in his 
arsenal. 

How it may be artfully invoked, even to attack the welfare of any com- 
munity, is thus indicated by The Bainbridge (Ga.) Searchlight, in a recent 


editorial on good roads: 


A contemporary in a recént issue lays down the gauntlet by charging 
that the efforts being made to inaugurate a bond issue for Decatur county 
is instigated by a few men who own automobiles, and who want to bond 
the county for their especial benefit. The object, pure and simple, of this 
line of procedure is to prejudice the minds of the farming class of people 
against the issue of bonds and to bring the automobile owners into disrepute. 
Few intelligent men will be led astray by the foregoing representation after 
they have known the facts in the case In the first place, the grand jury of 
Decatur county in their recent session recommended that the bond election 
be called, and that grand jury was composed of farmers, andmen who did 
not own automobiles. If they acted upon their own initiative, the charge of 
our contemporary falls flat. On the other nand, if they did not Bo act, then 
it is a reflection upon that excellent body to insinuate that they were ‘duped 
into recommending a thing that our contemporary claims is detrimental to 
the county. 


We do not know to what newspaper The Searchlight refers, but its rev- 
elations with regard to the projected bond issue in Decatur are as unanswer- 
able as is the following excoriation it hands out to such irrelevant and dam- 


aging methods: 


As a matter of fact, in progressive citizens of Decatur county are al- 
ready a unit for road improvement, and road improvement is most surely 
going to proceed right along, bonds or no bonds. The sole question as we 
see it is as to the best methods of meeting the expense in the light of the 
stringent times that are upon us. In the meantime, we say: Down with the 
cry which arrays class against class, farmers against town, or the ox driver 
against the man who runs the automobile. We are all fellow citizens to- 
gether, each pays his proportionate share of the taxes, and each has an equal 
right on the highways, and through it all each should respect the rights of 
the other upon all occasions. If any man is against bonds, 
issue clean, and not seek by innuendo and prejudice to accomplish his ends. 

Here and there throughout Georrgia, in just enough instances to make 
them conspicuous by their rarity, similar appeals to the class hostility of 


the farmer have gone up. 

For purely selfish reasons, such, for instance, as a possible desire to 
escape the pro rata expense incidental to a bond issue or other levies for 
road-building purposes, scattered efforts have been made to prejudice the 
farmer against the good roads movement. 

He has been told, with much bitterness and ingenuity of invective, that 
the automobilist is to be the sole beneficiary of good roads; that ne is try- 
ing to get them at the expense of the farmer, and that only by resisting 
every movement toward road improvement can the farmer escape his an- 
cient enemy, the city man! 

Of all absurd, childish and blind arguments, this one should cap the 
climax in the mind of the average man. 

Self-evidently, the farmer is the main beneficiary of good roads from 
year’s end to year’s end. The highway passes his home and connects him 
with his market, his school, his church and his neighbors. The proposition 
to improve that highway, to make travel over it twice or thrice as speedy 
and inexpensive, so palpably redounds to the primary befiefit of the farmer 
as to be apparent to him upon a moment’s reflection. 

Men high in the counsels of the Farmers’ Union, who are given habitu- 
ally to thoroughly threshing out a problem before co itting themselves to 
it, see the good roads crusade in its proper light. National President Bar- 
rett and State President Lee have stated, and reiterated, that THE GOOD 
ROADS CRUSADE MEANS MORE FOR THE FARMERS OF GEORGIA 
THAN IT DOES FOR ANYBODY ELSE! 

Unreasoning class-appeals to the farmers, such as these above referred 
to, constitute nothing less than insults to their intelligence. 

It is difficult to be patient with such demagoguery. Compounded of 
selfishness and insincerity, it aims to block progress and development with 
deliberate misrepresentation.

GEORGIA TEACHERS URGE 
NEW EDUCATIONAL LAWS

Brunswick, Ga., June 24.—(Special)— 
The report of the committee on the 
betterment of the _ profession was 


made by the chairman, Prafessor T. J. 
Woofter, to the Georgia Educational 
Association, now in session at Cum- 
beriand Island, this morning. 

This report has come to be the chief 
working center of the Association. The 
report reviewed past attempts to secure 
such legislation. Bills were before the 
last legislature but failed to come to a 
héaring, being crowded over, this due 
to a combination of pecullar circum- 
stances, especially the prohibition ex- 
citement, the convict problem, and the 
near book adoption. 

The legislation proposed will strive 
for the same fundamentals as before, 
certain details being modified in ac- 
cordance with the opinions put forth 
last session by some critics. Four bills 
are put forth, as follows: 

“Il. A bill to change the State Board 
of Education to a Board with in- 
creased power to promote and adminis- 
ter education, and made up of men 
especially interested in the work. To 
meet objections brought the former 
plan, it is now suggested that the 
Board be composed ofthree ex-officio 
members, the’ Governor, the Attorney 
General, and the State Superintendent 
of Schools with additional members 
who shall be educators elected by the 
three ex-officio members. An impor- 
tant provision is that the State 8u eh 
intendent shall be the executive o 

Board and shall receive a salary 
of $1,600 per annum. 

- "The second Bill proposes to sub- 
stitute a State. Superintendent of 
Schools for the State School Commis- 
sioner, enlarging his supervisory pow- 
ers and duties, and providing for two 

State School Inspectors who shall act 
under-his direction in supervising thé 


school work of the State. 

“3. The third 31 deals with the 
Commissioners of Education,

(1) The State is behind and 
should catch up 80 as to pay teachers 
promptly. (2) We mu6t have a saner 
and more effective method of providing 
annual funds for all institutions sup- 
ported in whole or part by public 
funds. This is the business man’s 
problem, and the drawing of bills is 
left to such men, the Association com- 
mending good measures now being pro- 
pofed and urging the coming legisla- 
ture to work out these financial prob- 
lems.

“The editor then entered into a long 
dissertation on the general subject of 
railway legislation and misrepresenta- 
tions made by rallway officials, and 


‘referred to my letter as an argument. 


To my mind, it was a mere recital of 
facts, but whether fact or argument, if 
sound, as the one of the other, the 
public was entitled to its benefits. The 
correspondence is too long to quote, 
but “it is in the office subject to in- 
spection of anybody who may wish to 
read it. 
“Continuing, the editor said: 


“*Broadly speaking, you, of 
course, represent the interests of 
the people of the state and the rail- 
roads alike. That is to say, you 
are supposed ‘to regard judicially 
and impartially the rights of the 
people, as ‘well as the rights of the 
railroads, 

“*You hold a commission from 
the people to protect their inter-

Suppression Was Urged. 


“Here was the editor of a newspa- 
per, whose letter is open to inspection, 
urging upon public officials the sup- 
pression of information to which the 
entire public was entitled. What harm 
could come from the dissemination of 
this information among the people. If 
facts were stated, they were entitled 
to know them; if falsehoods wer4 
stated they should be given an oppor- 
tunity to tear them into tatters. 

“The only conceivable benefits that 
could come to any person by the sup- 
pression of the facts would be to such 
public newspapers as were engaged 
in the promulgation of falsehoods and 
the manufacture of public prejudice 
based on misinformation. 

“Replying to the editor of The Jour- 
nal, I said, and necessarily, I only 
quote a part of my letter: 

“"“My theory is that he is thrice 
armed that hath his quarrel 'just, 
but that the man who limps into 
the forum of great national tri- 
bunals, like the interstate com- 
merce commission of the United 
States supreme court, willfully 
closing his eyes to easily ascer- 
tained facts, is one who is destined 
to achieve only notoriety as a re- 
ward for his efforts. 

“"If this commission should g0 
into the courts, or should go be- 
fore the interstate commerce com- 
mission, my own opinion is that it 
should go there stripped to the 
waist and armed with facts which 
have been gathered in the light of 
a noon-day publicity and fight its 
battles with a knightly courage. 

“*You read my letter to the Al- 
bany Business League to little 
purpose if you did not discover 
that I did not express any opinion 
whatever in that letter, except the 
opinion as to the assertion of Vice 
President Brown that the rates per 
ton per mile had decreased in this 
country 18 per cent between the 
years 1890 and 1905.’ 

“I said fuhther: 

“"The great point to my mind in 
the administration of government 
is to first ascertain the facts, then 
make known the facts, and then act 
upon the facts. I recognize the 
duty resting upon the commission 
to protect the individual who is 
helpless, but I think it is also the 
duty of the commission to protect 
the carrier when the individual en 
masse is moved by misinforma- 
tion and therefore more powerful 
than the individual who has his 
money invested in d public serv- 
ice corporation. There is an ele- 
ment of helplessness on each side. 
It is the duty of the state to pro- 
tect alike the weak and the strong, 
and no agency of protection is one- 
half as potent as the truth. If we 
err, let us, as Jefferson once said 
of Washington, “Err with in- 
tegrity.”’ 


Records of the Case. 


“Following out’ the principles laid 
down in this letter, I went through 
the record, of over 500 typewritten 
pages, in the Beck & Gregg Hardware 
Company case, and arrived at a con- 
clusion based upon the facts disclosed 
in that record. The editor of The 
Journal has never seen the record, does 
not wish to see the record, and cares 
nothing about the merits of the case, 
but would, with the rough hand of the 
highwayman, reach out and seize the 
object of his desires. 

“The Journal is just a cnmmon, 
would-be newspaper bully, and this is 
given to show up The Journal in its 
true light as the high priest of supres- 
—_ misrepresentation and exaggera- 
tion.

“But in sorrow and in anger they 
have since learned, like the commis- 
sioner himself, that their ‘assumption’ 
was ‘incorrect,’ since the mora! obliga- 
tion to which he subscribed sat upon 
him as lightly as last year’s thistie- 
down. 

“Benedict Arnold was appointed by 
George Washington to the important 
military post at West Peint on _ the

high patriotism and lofty integrity, but 
when he violated his commission and 
betrayed his country, General Wash- 
ington discovered that his ‘assumption’ 
was ‘incorrect,’ and even the new mas- 
ters whom the turn-coat served looked 
upon him with mingled shame and 
pity. 
“The democratic income tax was ar- 
gued before the full bench, of the su- 
preme court on the ‘assumption’ that 
each individual member would follow 
the dictates of reason and consistency, 
but when one of the members of that 
supreme tribunal changed his opinion 
over night, and overthrew a measure 
on which so many millions had built 
their hepes, it was discovered that the 
popular ‘assumption’ was ‘incorrect.’ 

“The ‘assumption’ that the men they

“There is no necessity for vague ‘as- 
sumptions’ as to the facts in this port 
rate case. The rate of 23 cents on 
special iron and 35 cents on coffee, 
from Savannah and BrunswWick to At- 
janta, with proportionate rates to other 
interior points, is maintained by the 
railroads for the sake of the excessive 
charge on the all-rail haul from the 
east. 

“The common carriers have con- 
fessed that a rate of 13 cents on spe- 
cial tron, for instance, is not only re- 
munerative, but yields more than the 
average revenue per car per mile. 

“The merciless logic of the deduc- 

tion, therefore, is that the port rates 
are unreasonable ang unjust when in 
one case the rate is 23 cents in one di- 
rection ang !3 cents in the other, and 
in the other case is 35 cents in one 
direction and 39 cents in the other. 
* “When the railroad apologists and 
supporters undertake to argue they 
simply entangle themselves in a maze 
of contradictions. They tell us that 
it is unfair to make a comparison be- 
tween 23 cents on special iron and 
7 8-10 on steel billets, because the lat- 
ter rate was made especiaily low in 
order that an interior industry might 
supply itself with its raw material. 

“But when it comes to the interior 
industry of the coffee roasters,. whose 
ability to meet competition depends 
the 
which is their raw ma- 
the railroag logic gets all snarl- 
ed up. It becomes a mere ‘assumption’ 
that like cases are similar. 

“If the governor of Georgia should 
act upon the ‘assumption’ that the 
chairman of the railroad commission 
has destroyed his usefulness since he

Her jurisdiction not 
only includes the management of the 
ranch, but she is the political ruler of 
three counties, a co ional dis- 
trict, a judicial district, and the mu- 
nicipal affairs of every town and vil- 
large within the sphere of her in- 
fluence.

The gossip of the house is already 
concerning itself with the make-up of 
the house committees, and particu- 
larly with the question as to who will 
be the chairmen of the respective com- 
mittees. The definite announcement 
ef committee assignments will not be 
announced by Speaker Holder for a 
week or two, but the house members 
are already thinking and talking 
about them. 

Though the matter is as yet in very 
indefinite shape, the general gossip of 
the house is that Joe Hill Hall, of 
Bibb, will be made chairman of the 
general judiciary committee. This is 
probably the most important commit- 
tee of the house, and it is known that 
Mr. Hall can have it if he wants it. 

Mr. Anderson, of Chatham, is slated, 
according to rumor, for the chairman- 
ship of the committee on rules. 

Mr. Jones, of Meriwether, will prob- 
ably land the chairmanship of the com- 
mittee on appropria*yions. 

The course usually followed is to 
make the member from Clarke the 
chairman of the committee on the 
University of Georgia. If this course 
is adopted by Speaker Holder the 
place will go to Mr. McMahan, of 
Clarke. J 

Mr. Reid, of Campbell, is being 
spoken of in connection with the chair- 
manship of ways and means. 

While conditions may change, it is 
more than probable that the line-up 
will be as announced above. 


For Biennial Sessions. 

Several measures have already been 
prepared and will be introduced in the 
house today providing for bienniai 
sessions of the legislature. 

Mr. Anderson, of Chatham, will iIn- 
troduce a bill providing for sixty-day 
sessions every two years. It will be 
identical with a bill to be introduced 
in the senate by Senator Slater, of the 
first district. | 

Mr. Butt, of Fannin, also has pre- 
pared a bill on the same _ subject, 
which he will introduce and push ag- 
gressively. 

The greatest difficulty to be over- 
come, according to the proponents of 
these measures, is to eliminate from 
the legislative grind the routine Dills 
for amendments to municipal charters. 
If authority to fyprove changes in 
charters were given ‘to the superior 
courts, for instance, it is pointed out 
by some members that the legislature 
night easily transact all of its busi- 
ness in a sixty or seventy-day session 
2very other year at a great saving to 
the state. 

“There are but six states in the 
union which now have annual ses- 
sions,” said Mr. Butt, of Fannin. “New 
- York, New Jersey, Massachusetts, 
and South Carolina are am@ng those 
which still stick to the ol plan of 
annual sessions. Alabama, on the 
other hand, only has one session ev@éry 
four years. I believe there is a strong 
enough sentiment in favor of this leg- 
islation to push it through the general 
assembly this year.

No New Bills Yet Introduced. 
Message of Governor Post- 
poned Until Today — Row 
Over Seat of Member From 
Ben Hill. 


In the hall of the house yesterday 
a joint session of the general assem- 


governor and state house officers cast 
in the recent election were canvassed 
and the result announced. 

The returns gave Joseph M. Brown 
130,895 votes: Yancey Carter, (2,110. 
Joseph M. Brown was declured elected. 

Each house adopted the report of 
the inauguration committee,. and ap- 
proved the program for Saturday's ex- 
ercises incident to the induction into 
office of the new governor. 

The lower house decided to hold 
‘daily sessions, except Sunday, from 10 
a. m. to | p m., and appointed a com- 
mittee to investigate the right of 
Representative Marion Dickson, of 
Ben Hill, to hold his seat. 

Joe Hill Hall was on his feet im- 
mediately following the roll call, with 
a constitutional question. He sug- 
gested the appointment of a commit- 
tee to investigate the qualification for 
membership of the representative from 
Ben Hill, Mr. Dickson. 

It seems that Mr. Dickson was elect- 
ed on the same day the county was 
constituted, and Mr. Hall suggested 
that a committee should look into the 
matter and see if there was any ir- 
regularity in such a proceeding. He in- 
troduceq a resolution providing for 
the appointment of an investigating 
committee of five members. 

Mr. Middlebrooks, of Newton, op- 
posed this course, and said the house 
itself was the’judge of the qualifica- 
tion of its members, and that no court 
coulq go behind the house journal. He 
thought there should be no interfer- 
ence With the public business. 

Hall and Griffin Clash. 

A sharp colloquy between Hall of 
Bibb and Griffin of Sumter followed 
brief remarks by Fullbright of Burke 
and MacIntyre of Thomas, In referring 
to the confusion that followeqg the 
creation of new counties, Mr Mac- 
Intyre said the last representative 
from Irwin county lived in Ben Hill. 

Mr. Griffin’s deduction that there 
was no question as to the right of 
Ben Hill to have a representative in 
the house was flatly denied by Mr. 
Hall. He Said the -constitutional 
amendment creating the county did 
not entitle it to a representative until 
the constitution was amended in an- 
other respect so as to increase the 
number of representatives from 175 to 
184. 

The colloquy became so spirited that 
the speaker had rule 2! read, which 
provides that no member shal) inter- 
rogate another member except 
through the speaker, being recognized 
and receiving permission in regular 
form.

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MAJOR JOSEPH B. CUMMING’S 
ARGUMENT TO STRIKE BOARD 


Masterly Address Before Arbitrators When He Success- 
fully Combatted Proposition of Strikers to Intro- 
duce Testimony to Show Public Opinion 
Along Georgia Road—Sustained Unani- 


mously by 


Following is Major Joseph B. Cum- 
ming’s argument against the admis- 
sion of testimony as to public senti- 
ment to the board of arbitration on 
the Georgia railroad strike: 

When Mayor Brand, of Lithonia, 
wasj offered as a witness on behalf 
of the firemen, Major Cumming said: 


“We expect to object most strenu- 
ously to this line of investigation. Il 
don’t know how much argument may 
be required for the board on that line, 
but may I make this remark: That 
the court kindly take a recess of five 
or ten minutes, so that I can get 
some notes that I have in my room.” 

Mr. Hardwick—“We would be glad 
to hear fully from both of you before 
passing on that question, and you 
might withdraw this witnéss, pending 
our action.” 

The court took a short recess. 

On resuming the hearing, Mr. 
Hardwick—“The board would like to 
decide this question and we want to 
hear fully from counsel on both sides 
of this question, so it can determine 
it now for once and all time. Major 
Cumming, having made the objection, 
is entitled to open and conclude the 
argument. If there be any authorities 
that either side would like to have 
submitted, and you haven't got them 
now, we ‘would like to have them 
here after the noon recess. The ques- 
tion is: Whether or not the state of 
public opinion is relevant or proper in 
a controversy like this.” 

What Major Cumming Said. 

Major Cumming—*May it please the 
board, I might as well state at the 
gutset that the operaticn of this prop- 
osition is that this case be taken 
away from this court and be remitted 
back to where it was when this court 
was created—that is to be referred to 
the forum of public opinion. 

“My understanding, up to this time, 
has been that the reason for the crea- 
tion of this court was that we might 
get away from those manifestations 
of public excitement, public opinion, 
that this case mfght be determined on 
its merits in an orderly and regular 
manner, Now, this is boldly a propo- 
sition to this court not to decide it on 
its merits, but to go out and find out 
what the populace think about this 
case. 

ge hate to announce such @ 
proposition. it strikes me as disre- 
spectful to this court. But, whatever 
may be its quality, that is the essence 
of the proposition-—that we shall go 
out in the state of Georgia with its 
excited population—excited and stim- 
ulated by false issues and false critics 
of negro supremacy and negro senilor- 
ity—to ascertain what the populace 
think, and not what has been dis- 
closed by the laws of Georgia in this 
case.

A Confession of Weakness. 


“Now, [I think that is baldly and un- 
doubtedly this proposition. 1 welcome 
it, in a way, because it is a confession 
of their weakness. It is a confession 
that on the facts of this case they can- 
not succeed and they are now trying 
to bring to bear upon this court, this 
tribunal, created by law, the pressure} 
vf popular opinion. 1 won't use any 
harsher expression than popular; I 
might safely say public opinion. There 
is a word in my mind that would fit 
it, a word that I won't use, a word of 
three letters—which word better ex- 
presses it—that this appeal is not one 
that appeals simply to public opinion 
or even to the opinion of the populace, 
but appeals to something else which 
I will not mention. 


“The court may have observed the} 


promptness with which I objected to 
the testimony of Mr, Brand, mayor of 
Lithonia. 1 am not generally on the 
alert, but 1 was put on fair notice of 
that testimony by two things. In the 
first place, e last remark made by 
the first witness in this caSe on yes- 
terday—and if it was not the grossest 
contempt of this court when he stated 
it, I have spent a long professional life 
without . understanding my business— 
his last remark in this case, ‘Now, 
make an award which will prevent 
tiouble and {friction with the negro.’ He 
did not use the word ‘trouble,’ But that 
is what he meent. 

“It is well known that the origin of 
this court—and I am not going out of 
the record in making that statement— 
is that there was such a state of vio- 
lence on the line of the Ceorgia rail- 
road that to bring about peace this 
tribunal was created and then a wit- 
ness has put this court on notice, 
threatened, as I say, that if it does 
not find an award which is agreeabie 
to the populace, that it has not done 
its duty. 

“I say that is plainly what the prop- 
osition is, in offering the testimony 
of Mr. Brand, and the other witnesses 
who have been announced to the court.

Public opinion amounts to nothing 
in this country unless it is the opinion 
of the majority, and how is this court 
to ascertain what is the opinion of the 
majority of the citizens of Georgia on 
this question?

Hew to Get Public Opinion. 


“This court cannot get the public 
opinion ih this case till it has polled 
the whole citizenship of Georgia. Now 
the law does not provide any such way 
as this of ascertaining public opinion. 
There is but one way in this country 
of ascertaining what that is and that 
is at the ballot box. We may say, in 
a. loose and colloquial manner, that 
public opinion is so and so, but is any 
one going to let his rights, if he had 
any—and he wouldn't have any if they 
were to be decided in this manner— 
would he let his rights be decided on 
the mere statement of what public 
opinion in a community is?

It is a 
loose way and ought not affect a court, 
Public opinion to be effective in de- 
termining the rights of people must 
be gotten through the ballot, and by 
passing statutes in pursuance to the 
expressions of the ballot. We say 
that is the only way to obtain public 
opinion and this court cannot now 
consider it. 
What Is a Court of Lawtf 

“But, may it please the court, has 
it ever been in civilized and orderly 
society, that an-orderly court may de- 
cide a question, according te popular 
opinion? Is that the function of a 
court? I have been under the impres- 
sion that courts were bulwarks against 
excited popular opinion. I have been 
under the impression that when you 
went to court and submitted your 
rights you submitted them upon the 
principles of justice, equity, and law, 
and that the courts were refuges from 
popular opinion. 


A False Impression. 

“We don’t know how evanescent this 
feeling may be, but enough has come 
out in this investigation for us to judge 
that there has been an utterly false 
impression. We do know that the pop- 
ulace along the line of the Georgia 
railroad have been worked up to the 
point of believing that the Georgia 
railroad is doing something that is ex- 
ceptional in railroad business. We do 
know what has been charged to the 
Georgia railroad prevails everywhere. 
That has come out from unwilling and 
reluctant witnesses in’ this case, wit- 
nesses on the other side. We expect to 
show your honors that, as the case 
proceeds, to be a fact overwhelmingly. 

“Now, I say again, that is the propo- 
sition here. It is that this court, closing 
its eyes to what are the functions of 
a court, shall transfer its power and 
its judgment away from this forum 
to the forum of popular opinion in 
making its decision in this case. 

“I am satisfied, may it please the 
court, that my brother Arnold— 

“But, I will state this before mak- 
ing the remark that dwells on my lips: 
He, himself, in a tentative, half-heart- 
ed way in which he presented this 
proposition, said he knew there would 
be no objections to it. How did the 
know it? Not from any ccmmunication 
from me. But he knows it as a lawyer, 
he knows tt as a rational man, he 
knows it as a citizen of this country, 
that public opinion is ascertained in a 
different way than by bringing wit- 
nesses in here. So that the proposi- 
tion, as presented even by its advo- 
cates, is something about which they 
hesitate—hesitate on the surface. I 
don’t presume-.to try to probe below 
the surface to get their real] feelings, 
I don’t know what they think. 

“What I started to say was that I 
know that it was not their purpose to 
treat this court with disrespect in of- 
fering such testimony as that. But to 
my mind it is the grossest contempt. 
What is it! What is it! Notwithstand- 
ing the oaths your honors have taken 
to decide this case according to law, 
evidence, equity and right—I think I 
have embraced eé@very element of the 
oath, perhaps I have extended it be- 
yond what it was or it is perhaps nar- 
rower even than that—it is an appeal 
to you to decide it, whatever may be 
your opinion of the merits of this con- 
troversy, to decide it, not upon your 
Opinion of the merits, but to go forth 
and see what the populace want in 
this case. Don’t be guided by the evi- 
dence here; don’t be guided by the law 
so far as it is applicable to this case; 
don’t be guided by your conclusions as 
to what is right and wrong, but Zo out 
and find out what éxcited péople on 
the line of the Georgia railroad think 
about it. That is the appeal made in 
this case, and I say that it is uninten- 
tional contempt of this court. Not 
only that, I say it is a disparagement 
of their own client. In what aspect 
now do they present their clients? I 
gather that as well from the last re- 
mark of the first witness yesterday as 
the motion itself. They present their 
clients in this position. In effect, they 
say: “We have submitted this case to 
arbitration with a reservation. It will 
be a good award ana we will abide by 
it if it is approved by the public, if it 
is approved y the populace.’ 

Now, that is the position in which 
they put their own client. And that 
is a reflection upon the great people 
of Georgla—a law-abiding People, ex- 
cept when they be temporarily misled 
by false critics, false issues—and it 
leaves em in this position: that, 
whereas they were excited on this sub- 
ject, and whereas violence resulted 
from that excitement, and whereas, in 
order that there might not De violence 
and bloodshed and interruption of the 
mails and interruption of the ordinary 
commerce of life, they will now sub- 
mit this to a court. They will sub- 
mit this question to the arbitration of 
three men, who will decide upon its 
merits, but they must decide it In a 
way that we think it ought to be de- 
cided, not the way tne evidence calls 
for, not the wav the law calls for, but 
they must decide it according to our 
own sweet will, or we will be rioters, 
we will do violence. They present the 
g00d people of Georgia in that 
aspect. I repudiate it: I deny it: } 
deny it indignantly! 

‘They are not that kind of people. 
They are law-abiding people when, 
properly informed, and know the facts 
and they have asked you gentlemen 
to decide what is right tn this mattér. 
They have agreed that for at least one 
year that it shall be the law, what- 
ever your decision is. They are held 
up as people that won't abide by the 
law, unless the .w sults fhem. They 
have deliberate] submitted their case 
and ask fora j ‘ment of th{fs court 
They have agre to make the deci- 
sion of this cour ‘e law of the land 
for at least a ye. ‘but always with 
the reservation th, \unless you 4e- 
cide it as we think . \sught to be de.

Another View of It. 


“Another view, may it please the 
court, which strikes me, and it is a 
narrower view than any I have pre- 
sented up to this time: It is plainly 
apparent that this act never contem- 
plated any such evidence as this. We 
are limited to five days to each side. 
How would it be possible, through 
witnesses, to ascertain public opinion 
on each side in five days? Five 
days, five weeks, five months? There 
is no way of ascertaining what public 
opinion is except by one regular insti- 
tution, and that 's by the ballot box. 
Now if, when this board lays dawn 
the law for a year, if the people of 
Georgia are dissatisfied—don't think 
it is charged against them by the 
other side, that they are going to be- 
come rioters, law-breakers, assassins 
and murderers—I don’t believe that— 
but if this law is displeasing to them, 
they will go in the regular way and 
rave an election to determine what 
the public opinion is, and the only 
way it can be declared is at the ballot 
box, And the public opinion will show 
itself in the action or non-action of 
the members of the next legislature. 


What the Proposition Is. 


“T vehemently and indignantly re- 
pudiate the charge against the peopte 
of Georgia that they are not law- 
abiding: indignantly repudiate the 
charge that they will not stand by the 
law because they are not pleased with 
it, because they are disappointed with 
the judgment of this court, and that 
they will become assassins and mur- 
derers. But that is the charge that is 
implied he-e—not only implied, but ex- 
pressly stated by the witnesses and by 
their counsel. 

“May it please the court, perhaps I 
feel too strongly on this subject, but 
I do think it is assault upon the very 
paladium of our liberty, the courts. 
This is as much a court of this coun- 
try’s as the supreme court of the 
United States is, for any case within 
the furisdiction of it, and the court is 
asked to abécicate, asked not to he a 
court. but to be a mouthpiece of a 
populace of an evanescent public 
opinion. 

“I say, and T say it boldly, because 
no popular opinicn has any element 
of permanency, and this particular 
opinion that this court is appealed to 
respond to, is one that has been cre- 
ated by false issues and false cries. 

“Now, that is the appeal made. It is 
a broken-down case; it is a feeble 
case: it is a weak case. But now go 
and see what the people think about 
it, what these people who are guilty 
of violence, as shown by the record in 
this case—guilty of the violence of 
pulling the firemen off the engines and 
assaulting train crews—go and ascer- 
tain what they think about it, and 
make your judgment accordingly. Now 
that is the appeal] that is made. 

“You may say what you choose about 
it. you can’t get away from the propo- 
sition that this court is no court at an, 
but simply to be the echo of public 
opinion of the populace. If that is so, 
let us: stop right here. Dont waste 
any time in this idle and futile pro- 
ceeding. Let us all go home, and when 
we get home let us close the courts and 
trv to guide our conduct and determine 
our rights by shifting popular opinion. 


How Far It Goes. 


“T dont think I could say any more 
than what would be a repetition of 
what ZI have already stated. To my 
mind this proposition goes far beyond 
this particular case. It is simply a 
proposition that rights shall be decided 
by taking an account of private opin- 
ion. You must get the opinion of one 
person as to what the opinion of an- 
other person is. That is an opinion 
upon an opinion. I think the Arabs 
have something about compound igno- 
rance, a saying: “It is that a mans 
ignorance grows compounded when he 
don’t know he is ignorant. So this is 
an opinion upon an opinion. They 
propose now to put up @ witness to 
show what is his opinion of the opinion 
of the populace, so far afield have we 
gone from every principle of evidence. 
Outside of the principles involved in 
thig case, may it please the court, we 
protest most earnestly, believing we 
are sustained by the law and by all 
principles which are active in our in- 
stitutions and which have drawn @ 
clear distinction in our government be- 
tween the executive, legislative and 
judicial. This action which they are 
invoking on the part of the board is 
legislative action, if it is anything that 
is reasonable at all. It is far more 
nearly legislative than judicial. It is 
to ask that your action be responsive 
to public opinion. The legislature re- 
sponds to public opinion, but it is the 
glory of our courts, it is the safety of 
our socity, that courts do not. 

The Afternoon Hearing. 

The hearing was resumed. as per ad- 
journment, and the following proceed- 
ings were had: 

r. Arnold: “Gentlemen of the Arbi- 
tration Board, I shall not take much 
of your time in discussing the admiss!- 
bility of this evidence. We have so 
few precedents to guide us as to what 
is aimissible under this arbitration, 
it is somewhat difficult to find any- 
thing in point and we have got to 
discuss it on an original line of reason- 
ing, mainly. This Board ig @ peace 
board more than anything else. The 
principal object of this arbitration is 
to get peace, to bring about peace and 
good feeling, if it can be done, and 
remove all friction and irritation and 

roduce a state of harmony and good 
eeling between employer and em- 
Ployees ,if it can be done. The broad 
title of stthe Act that created and the 
very language as to what is required of 
the Inter-Stane Commerce Conimigsion 
and the Commission of Labor shows that 
peace and the removal of friction is one 
of the main objects of this Act. I will 
read you from section 2: ‘The when- 
ever a controversy concerning wages 
arises, hours of labor, or conditions 
of employment shall arise between a 
carrier, subject to this Act, and the 
employees of such carrier, seriously 
interrupting or threatening to inter- 
rupt the business of said carrier, the 
Chairman of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission and the Commissioner of 
Labor shall, upon the request of either 
party to the controversy, with all 
ype perro put themselves 
n communication with the parties to 
such controversy, and shall use their 
best efforts, by mediation and concilia- 
tion, to amicably settle thé same, and 
if such efforts shall be unsuccessful

cause it is public sentiment, because, 
as Major Cumming said—he suggests 
it may be one thing today and another 
tomorrow. No court should decide a 
thing,.on account of public sentiment. 
1 say instances ‘are numerous, and I 
agree this is one of them, but I think 
this evidence should be heard. I state 
it with doubt; I admit 1 have doubt 
about it. But, I say, this occurs to me; 
this appears to me to be one of the in- 
Stances that public localities along 
the line cut a very material figure in 
this controversy. What ought your 
judgment to do? It ought to establish 
harmony if you can do it. You ought 
to do what is just and you ought to 
do what is right; but, in arriving at 
what is just and what is right, peace 
and harmony are the main considera- 
tions, it looks to me like. Not only 
the peace and harmony of the railroad 
and its employees, but the removal of 
friction along the route of this rail- 
road, 

“We are prepared to prove as a fact, 
not to influence you because it is 
public opinion, not because you shall 
follow that because these people think 
that way, but we propose to prove as 
a fact that the state of feeling along 
this railroad is such that there is dan- 
ger in the operation of trains if these 
negroes are restored to this railroad. 
Now, that, and that only, is the line on 
which this evidence is offered. We 
offer it as a fact to prove the state of 
feelings as a plain, existing fact, and 
that a judgmen:* restoring these 
groes to the road we far as removing 
the friction and ill-feeling that exist 
would foster it and keep it up. We 
don’t know what it would result in, 
and I am not undertaking to reflect 
upOn the public—the people of Georgia. 
as Major Cumming suggests this evi- 
dence may do. I think the people of 
Georgia are the best people in the land. 
I was born and raised here and ex- 
pect to die here. People do get excited 
at times; people do have prejudices: I 
would not give the snap of my finger 
for people who don’t have prejudices, 
and one of the prejudices of which we 
boast is white supremacy. I don't 
care what you say about it: how much 
you criticise it, the white man is here 
to stay and here to rule. I don’t care 
what the final judgment of any court 
Or any arbitration may be; and when- 
ever there comes up a serious dispute, 
as there is in this case, as to the par- 
ticular position which a white man or 
a negro shall occupy, and their rela- 
tions, and where friction has arisen, 
and where violence is resorted to, and 
where a court is about to decide the 
question, as you are, we say, peace and 
g00d will, and harmony being one of 
the things you ought to keep in view, 
that the state of feelings along the 
road, that if your decision is to restore 
negroes to their positions in the serv- 
ice of this road, will not restore peace, 
and may result in violence. I hope it 
won't. They will get along in some 
fashion no matter who we put in, but 
I hope the court will agree with me, 
that one of the objects of this court is 
to get rid of ill-feeling and strife, 
and it is on this idea, and that idea 
alone, that we offer this testimony. We 
offer it, of course, with grave doubt as 
to its admissibility, but itt tis here in 
the case and it is here and it is our 
duty to offer it, and let the court rule 
on it. Now, with that statement we 
leave it to the arbitrators to decide.” 

Mr. Hardwick—‘“Have you been ab!l- 
to find any authorities, or any de- 
cision where it has been held that the 
state of public feeling—public opinion, 
was a fact that could be proven?’ 

Mr. Arnold—‘No, sir; I have not. I 
will be frank with the court.” é 

Mr. Hardwick—‘I don’t suppose coun- 
sel on the other side have taken the 
trouble to look on the other side of 
the question?” 

Mr. McDantel—‘“I have, but I have 
not been able to find anything. I have 
examined several works of evidence, 
and I don’t think it has ever been of- 
fered before. I don’t find anything.” 

The board retires for consulta- 
tion, gAd then after reconvening, de- 
cides as follows: 

Mr. Herbert—The board has con- 
Sidered the question as to the ad- 
missibility of this evidence, and has 
decided unanimously that it is itnad- 
missible. In the first place, the board 
could not admit that it could be infilu- 
enced by public opinion in the judg- 
ment it shall render; and, in the séc- 
ond place, no government could admit 
that the decrees of its courts could 
not be enforced. To admit that would 
be the same as age we are ina 
state of anarchy, that it is existing, 
and that the reign of law was over.” 

“Counsel for the complainant, or the 
opening, will please take notice of this 
decision, and if they have any wit- 
neses here who are to be examined 
solely on that point, they had as well 
dismiss them,” 


TWO VIEWS UF 
LAWAND ORDER 


Following is the official expression 
of Governor Smith in his last message 
to the general assembly concerning 
the Georgia ratiroad strike, delivered 
while the arbitration board was in 
session.

SUM OF $10,000,000 
VOTED FOR THE CENSUS 


House Acts on Eve of Close of 
the Current Fiscal 
Year. 


Washington, June 24.—On the eve 
of the expiration of the current fiscal 
year the house today authorized an 
emergency appropriation of $10,000,000 
for defraying the expenses of taking 
the eee aa decennial census.

bureau would be compelled to suspend 
all business next Wednesday. Not- 
withstanding this warning, the bill 
met with much opposition,. and was 
only finally passed after Mr. Macon, of 
Arkansas, had forced a roll ca)} on a 
point of no quorum. 

Before taking up the census qués- 
tion, a bill was passed making Scran- 
ton, Miss., a sub-port of entry.

m. until Monday next.

New York, June 24.-—-The cotton 
market showed a reactionary tendency 
foliowing the recent sharp advance, 
and closed barely steady, at a net 
decline of 9@13 points under realiz- 
‘ng.

dur heavy Chicago offering, moderate 
southern eelling accompanying the 
better weather reports, and local liqui- 
dation for over the week-end. The low- 
est point was reached late in the day 
and at the close was practically at the 
bottom. Some of the private Livt®r- 
pool cables reported unfavorable trade 
conditions in Manchester and a slack- 
ening demand for actual, but other 
cables indicated that the easier ten- 
dency of the Liverpool market had 
been due to realizing of the appear- 
ance of better weather in the ,south.

ISTOCKS RALLIED 
FOR:SHORT TIME ONLY 


Then Market Lapsed Into Dull- 
ness and’ Heaviness—Gossip 
About Union Pacific. 


New York, June 24.—The rally in 
stocks which developed yesterday was 
strongly extended to the accompani- 
ment of a very active market for 
time today. The extreme dullness and 
heaviness of the market after this de- 
mand had been satisfied pointed to the 
inference that it came from uncovered 
shorts, rather than from renewed ac 
cumulation of long stocks, The Union 
Pacific preferred mystery retains its 
potency at the outset, as was shown 
by the rapid rise in its price to 1190, 
which was 6% points higher than yes- 
terday, and more than 12 points high- 
er than the closing quotation of Mon- 
day of this week. Ingenuity exhaust- 
ed itself in attempts to explain. this 
movement by a supposed pending pro- 
ject for its retirement on advanta- 
geous terms, its share in a coming dis- 
bursement of the company’s holdings 
of securities, or, in the last supposi- 
tion, a manipulated movement simply 
for the purpose of helping on the dis- 
tribution of stocks elsewhere in the 
list. The fact that much of the de- 
mand for the last few days for this 
stock was reported as coming from 
London, added to its impressiveness On 
the minds of the traders, and also in- 
creased the mystery surrounding the 
movement. Faith in the likelihood of 
most of the rumors regarding the stock 
waned when the scanty demand for it 
at high price was perceived, and it 
was allowed to slip back by wide in- 
tervals in the prices between the sales. 
It was reflected, also, that the brisk 
demand for stocks from London might 
be connected with the conclusion ef a 
market settlement there and the ex- 
istence of a large short account. The 
heavy decline which had occurred in 
copper industrials built up a  par- 
ticularly large bear account in that 
group in London, which rebound in the 
pricé of the metal drive to cover to- 
day. Holders of Union Pacific pre- 
ferred stock concluded that sales 
might be effected to advantage at the 
high price touched today. The passing 
of this influence deprived the rise in 
the general list of most of its inspira- 
tion. The continued ease of money 
does not put out of consideration the 
possibility of a rise in call loan rates 
about the list of July in connection 
with the half-yeartly settlements. The 
decision of the stock exchange au- 
thorities to keep the exchange closed 
from July 2 to the following Tuesday, 
July 6, offers chances for added pres- 
sure on stock market borrowers on 
call, who would seek resources to 
carry over the interval at a period 
when demand for money might be ac- 
tive. The probability of an approach- 
ing period of dullness and neglect in 
the stock market was much canvassed, 
in view of the unwillingness to em- 
bark large new commitments in stocks 
at present. News was favorable to 
values of securities. Besides the re- 
bound in the price of copper. there 
was reported a rise in price of pig 
iron and some very large orders from 
the railroads, both for rails and for 
cars. Crop advices were favorable, es- 
pecially those of the spring wheat 
prospect. The slight uneasiness re- 
flected in the wheat market from 
fears of a wet harvest for winter 
wheat was not a large factor in the 
stock market. A final rally in prices 
after a general droop restored’. the 
level at lost.

ON INHERITANCE TAX 


Reichstag Refuses to Extend to 
Direct Heirs—Von Bue- 
low Beaten. 


Berlin, June . 24.—The reichstag to- 
day further added to the government's 
difficulties in its proposed financial re- 
forms bv rejection by a vote of 194 to 
186, of the imperial ministry’s bill to 
extend inheritance taxes to direct heirs, 
including widows and children. The 
president of the reichstag announced 
this evening that the bill in its present 
form would be dropped. 

Public sentiment concerning the sit- 
uation showed itself by the filling of 
the public and diplomatic galleries to 
overflowing. Chancellor von Buelow 
did not speak,. but left the chamber 
when he learned that the voting was 
likely to be unfavorable to his bill. 

The speeches were exceedingly bit- 
ter, especially those of the conserva- 
tives and national liberals who hith- 
erto had formed a coalition supporting 
the chancellor. 

It is rumored tonight that the reich- 
stag shortly will adjourn until autumn 
to permit the government to revise its 
financial scheme.
